June 24.—With nearly 344 
Of the Roosevelt delegates declining 
to vote and hastening away at adjourn 
went time to tender to Colonel Room* 
velt Hie nomination of a new party, 
the fifteenth Republican national cou 
vent lull at the end of a long and tu 
mult nous session renominated William 
Howard TaJt, of Ohio, tor president, 
and James Schoolcraft Sherman, ot 
New York, for vice president. 
President Taft received 561 of the 
1U78 votes in the convention, or 21 
more than a majority. The detailed 
vote was: Taft, 561; Roosevelt, 107; 
LaFollette, 41; Cummins, 17; Hughes, 
2; not voting. 344; absent, 6. 
The total vote for vice president 
was: Sherman, 507; Horah, 21; Had­ 
ley, 14; Merriam, 20; Beveridge, 2; 
Gillette, I. 
The announcement of the Taft vic­ 
tory was greeted with cheering from 
his adherents and groans and hisses 
from the opposition. 
In the confusion Just before adjourn 
mein a resolution was adopted giving 
the national committee power to de 
clare vacant tile seat of any man on 
the committee refusing to support the 
nominee of the regular convention of 


1D12. 
When It became absolutely certain 
that Mr. Taft would be nominated 
without great difficulty the leaders in 
cont lo! of the convention decided to 
give him us a running mate his corn­ 
iculum on the ticket in 1B08. 
All others dropped from the race 
and Mr. Sherman was the only cand! 
date regularly placed before the con­ 
vention. 
A motion from New Hump 
shire to make the nomination by ac­ 
clamation was declared out of order. 
There were many scattering vote on 
the roll ('all that ensued. 
The revolt of many Roosevelt dele 
gates in the convention was apparent 
from the moment the permanent roll 
containing the names of contested del­ 
egates was approved. A “valedictory** 
statement was read In behalf of Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt, asking that his name 
be not presented, and that his dele­ 
g a t e s sit in mute protest against all 
further proceedings, At no time was 
there un indication of a walkout of 
Roosevelt delegates. 
They expressed 
their revolt by silence. 


Only Waited Colonel's Call. 
A great majority of the Roosevelt 
delegates In the Illinois ami all in the 
Missouri and Idaho delegations, de- 
cllned to follow this advice, lint Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt s sway over the delega­ 
tions from California, ansus, Maine, 
Minnesota, 
Nebraska,

Jersey, 
Pennsylvania. South Dakota and West 
Virginia was all but absolute.

M. I at Follette, of 
Wisconsin, was pla< ed ivefore the con 
venion, but Colonel Roosevelt's wishes 
were carried out by his followers anti 
they remained silent during the call 
if the states for nomination.

ning or skill of his could prevail over 
Cromwell’s Iron nature. 
But Crom­ 
well—who never wholly trusted him— 
was not Immortal. 
And Monk could 
afford to wait. 
He quietly strength 
ened his influence over the army, laid 
his plans and bided bls time. 
Cromwell was ruler of “the com­ 
monwealth of England,” 
using 
the

Protector” 
Instead 
of 
“King,” because the people were sick 
of royalty. 
He died and bls son Rich­ 
ard—a weak, stupid fellow—succeed­ 
ed him. 
In less than a year Richard 
was deposed. And England was prac­ 
tically without a ruler.

It wan the time 
of uncertainty for which Monk had 
waited. 
The eldest son of King Charles I 
was living on the continent.

years he bad vainly sought to regain 
his father’s throne.

All this time he was 
loudly proclaiming his loyalty to ths 
“Commonwealth” and his hatred of 
kings. 
When the hour wa* ripe he deserted 
to ths Royalist standard and took hi* 
whole army with 
him. 
With 
the 
army and Monk on the side of Charles 
I.'s son, and parliament “packed” with 
Royalists, the commonwealth could do 
nothing but feebly lament the treach­ 
ery that had caused Its fall. 
The young king (now 
known 
as 
Charles II.) came to London 
unop­ 
posed and began a reign of profligacy. 
Monk was hailed as a hero and a 
deliverer. Charles ll. made him duke 
of Albemarle, gave him a pension of 
$85,000 a year and 
appointed 
him 
commander-in-chief 
of 
the 
English 
army.

They Took Large Quantities of tho 
Precious Metal Prom Brazil 
150 Years Ago. 


A lexander P. Rogers, a m ining engi­ 
neer who recently made an inland voy­ 
age by river from the m outh of the 
Amazon to Buenos Ayres, found proof 
that the sam e regions had been over­ 
run 150 years ago by a band of ad­ 
venturous goldseekers 
They were rem arkably successful in 
their search for gold, too, and found 
every mine which is known today in 
that region. 
At a mine n ear Matto Grosso they 
had brought in a small arm y of slaves 
and cleared off the Jungle for a mile 
around, while others were set to work 
constructing a long ditch to bring 
w ater to the flat below. It was a clev­ 
er piece of work for men without sur­ 
veyors' instrum ents.
